K a 'Bri U Hynniewlrep’ (RI HYNNIEWTREP) ka 
kynthup ia baroh ki ‘Hiina’ bad ‘Elaka’ la ki sah kum 
ki ‘Khasi States’ ne ki kylla long ‘British Areas’. Ha 
ki por synshar Phareng namar ki jingjia kiba phcr ba pher don 
ia kiba la pynsah kum ki ‘Khasi State' bad don pat ia kiba la 
pynkylla kum ki ‘British Areas’. Hynrei kane ka jingleh jong 
ki Phareng kaba don jingiasnoh ruh bad ka buit synshar jong 
ki, ba la ju tip kum ka ‘Divide and Rule Policy' kam teh ia ki 
‘Khasi States' bad ia i ‘British Areas’ ba kin hap sngcw ba ki 
iaplier kum ka jait bynriew. Ka pynkynmaw ia ka ‘Statement ’ 
kaba 5 tarik July 1947 jong u Sardar Patel, kaba ha kawei ka 
bynia long ka la thoh kumne : 


‘This country with its institutions is a proud heritage 
of the people who inhabit it. It is an accident that some live 
in the States and some in British India, but all alike partake 
of its culture and character. We are all knit together by 
bonds of blood and feelings no less than of self interest. 
None can segregate us into segments; no impassable 
barriers can be set up between us’.

Cossyah Hills Political Agency. U Political Agent uba 
nyngkong u dei u C’ol. Lister uba la shimti ia ka kam Political 
Agent ha ka 1 1 tarik b'ebruary 1 835 bad ka Headquarter jong ii 
ka dei ka Sohra. Katto kalne bnai hadicn ba u Col. Lister u la 
shimti ia ka kam political Agent, ki Phareng ki la dakliol na ka 
Hima Sutnga (lane hima .laintia) ia ka ‘Jayanta Pargana' bad 
pyniasoh ia ka bad ka Sylhel District. Nangta ki la dakhol ruh 
ia ka ‘Gobha’ bad pyniasoh ia ka bad ka Nowgong District. 
Namar ba u Rajendra Singh um treh ban long Syiem tang ha ki 
jaka lum (hill portion) jong ka Hima Jaintia, kumta ia kine ki 
jaka lum (hill portion) jong ka hima Jaintia ba la khot hadien 
'Jaintia Hills' ki lak>lla long 'British Area' hapoh kajingkhmih 
jong u Political Agent jong ka Cossyah Hills Political Agency. 

Ka la ju long ka rukom ba ki khun ki hajar kiba shong ha 
ki jaka lum jong ka Hima Sutnga (lane Hima Jaintia) ki ju leit 
ai ‘Blang’ sha Jaintiapur ha u Syiem ha ki por ‘Pomblang", 
namar u Syiem u dei uba la kylla Hindu. Kane ka jingai ka dei 
beit ka jingai sngewbha. Lehse lada u Syiem u dei u Khristan, 
ki jin da leit ai ‘Sniang' ha ki por ba u Syiem u pynlong ka 
jingkhawai Christmas. Hynrci ki Phareng ki pynbeit noh ba 
kito kiba ju leit ai ‘Blang' sha Jaintiapur ha ki por 'Pomblang' 
kin hap leit ai noh sha u 'Officer’ ka sorkar Phareng ha Sohra. 
la ki ‘Blang' ba la ai ki Phareng ki die lilam. Kat kum ka 
paragraph 71 (hynniew phew wei) jong ka Report jong u WJ 
Allen (1858) ka jingmih na kaba die ia ki blang ha ka sncm 
1 853-54 ka long Rs. 3 1 /3 (laiphew wei tyngka lai anna). Nangta 
ha ka snem 1857-58 ka long Rs. 129/13/6 (shispah arphew 
khyndai tyngka, khadlai ana, hynriew damli). 



Ka kam jong u Political Agent jong ka Cossyah Hills 
Political Agency ka dei shaphang kaba peit ia ki kam synshar 
(Civil Administration) bad kumjuh kaba khmih ia ka kam 
pyniaid (command) ia ka kynhun shipai bad ha kata ka por ka 
kynhun shipai ka dei ka ‘Sylhet Light Infantry'. La ong ba 
hadien ia ka kyrteng jong kane ka kynhun shipai la pynkylla 
bad la khot ka 8th Gurkha Rifles. Don kiba dang kynmaw ia ki 
nongialehkai 'foolbalL ba donnam jong kane ka 8th Gurkha 
Rifles kiba la ialehkai ha ki por ba ka Shillong Government 
High School ruh ka dang paw bha ha ka jingialehkai ‘footbalL. 

I'o ngin ia phai biang sha Sohra ka Headquarters jong u 
Political Agent. Shipor, ha ka por ba u Col. Lister u leit sha 
Bilat la shimti ia ka kam Political Agent da u Lieutenant GN 
Cave. Ha ka por ba u Lieutenant GN Cave u dang bat ia ka 
kam Political Agent, la mih ka hokum ha ka snem 1854 na 
'Fort William’ ba ia ka kam pyniaid (Command) ia ka kam 
shipai bad la ka kam synshar khadar (Civil Administration) yn 
ym p\'nkil shuh ha ujuh u Officer. Dei naduh ka snem 1854 ba 
la duh noh ka Cossyah Hills Political Agency bad ba la mih ka 
'Cossyah and Jynteah Hills District'. Tangba ki *Khasi States’ 
te kim hap hapoh ka Cossyah bad Jynteah Hills (Khasi and 
Jintia Hills) District. la u Officer uba dei khmih ia ka 'Cossyah 
and Jynteah Hills District’ ha kato ka por kim khot u 'Deputy 
Commissioner' hynrei ki khot u ‘Principal Assistant 
Commssioner', bad u Principal Assistant Commissioner uba 
nyngkong u dei u CK Hudson uba la shimti ia ka kam ha ka 10 
tarik April 1 854. Ka ba phylla ka long, imat ym don Notification 
ba la pynmih paidbah kaba iadei shaphang kaba pynlong ia ka 
‘Cossyah and Jynteah Hills District’ bad kumjuh ruh shaphang 
kaba pynhap ia ka hapoh u Commissioner ka ‘Assam’ . Ha kawei 
ka bynta jong ka paragraph 5 jong ka report jong u WJ Allen 
(1858) la thoh kumne: 



No public Notification, however, has been published, 
either by the Government or the Local Authorities, regarding 
the transfer of this district to the jurisdiction of the 
Commissioner of Assam, and the public has never been 
officially infonned what laws, mles and regulations are in force 
in this Hill ferritory’.

I a iathuh ba u Bormanik u dei u Syiem uba khadduh eh jong 
ka ‘Hima Shillong’ (kaba kynthup ia ka ‘Hima Nongkrem' 
bad ‘Hima Mylliem’). Ha ka snem 1830 ei ei, ki 'Bakhraw' 
jong ka ‘Hima Shillong’ ki la sdang ban ia don liang bad ka 
'Hima Shillong’ ka la sdang ban or. Ka jingkylli kaba mih ka 
long la ka ‘Hima Shillong' ka pait ne ia ka ‘Hima Shillong’ la 
phiah. Kane ka dei kawei pat ka bynta ban iakren. La iathuh ba 
u Syiem uba nyngkong jong ka ‘Hima Mylliem’ u dei u Hajar 
Sing. Hadien u Hajar Sing la long Syiem u Mile Sing. Ha ka 
snem 1861, la don ka jingiateh kular (Agreement) hapdeng, u 
Mile Sing bad ka British Government na ka bynta ban ai jaka 
ia ka British Government ban seng shnong (‘establish civil 
and military sanitaria, posts and cantonments’) Ki jaka ba 
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la shim ha Shillong ki long kat kum ba la batai ha ka 
‘Agreement' ba la iasoi ha ka snem 1 863 (Ref : Aitchison’s 
Collections of Treaties, Vol 1 pp 247-250). la kane ka 
‘Agreement’ lah ruh ban shem ha ka kot ‘KI HIMA KHASI, 
pp 16-19. Kumba ka ‘Ktien Sohra’ kam dei shuh ka ‘Ktien 
Pdeng’ tang jong ki nong Sohra, hynrei ka la dei ka ‘Ktien 
Pdeng’ jong u Paid ka ri, ‘Naduh Rilang haduh Kupli’, kumjuh 
ruh ka Shillong kam dei shiih ka ‘Pdeng’ tang jong ka Hima 
Mylliem, hynrei ka la dei ka ‘Pdeng’ jong u Paid ka Ri ‘Naduh 
Rilang haduh Kupli’ khamtam ha ka liang ka sain hima sima.

Ha Shillong ka don ka Municipal Board 
kaba peit ia ki kam ‘municipal’, ka don ka ‘Dorbar ki Bakhraw 
bad u Syiem’ jong ka Hima Mylliem kaba don la ka jong ka 
jylli treikam; ka don ka State Revenue Department; ka don ka 
State Forest Department; ka don ka Cantonment Board kaba 
don la ka jong ka jylli treikam, ka don ka Sessions Division 
bad u don u Session Judge uba don la ka jong ka jylli terikam; 
ka don ka ‘District of Shillong’ bad u don u District Judge uba 
don la ka jong ka jylli treikam; ka don ka District Council; u 
don u Deputy Commissioner; ki don ki ‘Assistants to the 
Deputy Commissioner’; u don u Superintendent of Police; ki 
don ki ‘Dorbar Shnong’ bad kumta ter ter. Haba shu kren 
lyngkot te ka Shillong ka dap da ki ‘mawpud’ bad ki ‘mynsain’ ; 
lehse don na ki, kiba dang paw tyngkrein bad don pat kiba la 
jan dam. Ha kawei ka bynta jong ka jingthoh jong u Mr. HG 
Dennehy, Chief Secretary to the Government of Assam ha ka 
snem 1929 ha ka recorded file (Local Self-Government - A 
September, Nos 1-1 3-Revision of the boundaries of the Shillong 
Municipality) ka don kawei ka sentence - ‘There is more in 
this than meets the eye’. Bad ha kawei pat ka bynta jong ka 



jingthohjong u Mr BN Rau, Legal Remembrancer, Government 
of Assam ha katei hi kajuh ka recorded file ka don kawei ka 
sentence - ‘But in fact, the two things are not the same’.

C.K. Hudson ban long u Principal Assistant Commissioner 
jong ka Khasi and Jaintia Hills District. Hadien, ia u Sahep 
uba dei khmih ia ka Kliasi & Jaintia Hills District la khot noh 
u Deputy Commissioner, Ha ka snem 1861 la don ka 
jingpyrkhat ban pynkynriah noh ia ka District Headquarters 
na Sohra sha Shillong- te ha ka snem 1863, ha ka por ba long 
Deputy Commissioner U Colonel Bivar, ka Sorkar Phareng ka 
la shim jaka na ka Hima Mylliem ha ka por ba long Syiem U 
Mile Singh. Kata ka jaka ba la shim ka long kat kum ba la 
batai ha ka Agreement Jong ka snem 1 863 {Appendix I). Naduh 
ka snem 1864 ter-ter la sdang ban pynkhuid ia ki jaka ki puta, 
bad tei ia ki iing ki sem kiba donkam.

“Capital” jong ka Assam Province (Chief Commissioner’s 
Province), bad kata ka la long ha ka snem 1874. Kum ban shu 
pynkynmaw hangne, dei hadien ka Treaty of Yandaboo (24th 
February 1826) ba ka Assam ka la kylla long ka Division jong

ka Bengal Province, bad ka Gauhati ka la long ka Headquarters 
jong ka Assam Division. Hynrei hadien, kat kuni ka 
Proclamation No. 379 dated the 6th Februaiy 1 874, {Appendix 
If), U Governor -General u la shirati noh ia ka bor bad 
jingp)Tiiaid na u Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal ia ki shiphew 
tylli ki District (Goalpara, Kamrup, Nowgong, Darrang, 
Sibsagar, Lakhimpur. Cachar, Garo, Khasi & Jaintia Hills bad 
Naga Hills), bad nangta kat kum ka Notification No. 380 dated 
the 6th February 1874 {Appendix III) la pynlong ia ka Assam 
Province (Chief Commissioner’s Province) kaba kynthup ia 
kitei ki District. la ka Sylhet bad ia ka Lushai Hills la pynwan 
hapoh ka Assam Province kham hadien. Shuh-Shuh, kum ban 
shu pynkynmaw, ka "‘Khasi & Jaintia Hills District” kam 
kynthup ia ki jaka kiba hap hapoh ki “Khasi States”. Ka “Khasi 
& Jaintia Hills” ka kynthup tang ki ki jaka ba la khot “British 
Areas”, kum ka Jowai Subdivision, ka Shillong (British 
Portion), ka Saitsohpen, ka Nongpoh, ka Laitlyngkot bad kiwei- 
kiwei. 

3. Ka long ka jingjia kaba yn sah iathuh khana ba ka 
Gauhati kaba la long ka Headquarters Jong ka Assam Division, 
kam shym la ioh ia ka kyrdan ban long ka “Capital” jong ka 
Assam Province (Chief Commissioner’s Province). Kat kum 
ka Notification No. 49 dated Shillong the 20th March 1874 
{Appendix IV) la pynbna ba ka Shillong ka la long ka “Capital” 
Jong ka Assam Province naduh katei ka tarik (20 tarik March 
1 874). U Chief Commissioner uba nyngkong eh jong ka Assam 
Province (Chief Commissioner’s Province) u dei u Lt. Col. 
R.H. Keatings. 

4. Kumba 6 (hynriew) snem ei-ei, naduh ka snem 1905 
haduh 1911, ka Shillong ka la duh noh ia ka jinglong kum ka 
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‘Capilar jong ka Province. Hapoh kine ki snem ia ka Bengal 
la phiah, ha ki ar bynla. Ia ka Assam la pyniasoh lang bad ka 
Eastern Bengal hapoh ka kyrteng thymmai “ eastern Bengal & 
Assam’' bad ka ‘Capital’ ka la long ka Dacca. Kane ka jingpyn 
beit ka la neh shipor, bad ka Bengal ka la long biang kawei ka 
Province. Ka Assam ruh ka la kylla long Province biang, bad 
la pynlong biang ia ka Shillong ka '‘Capital” jong ka Assam. 
Hadien, kat kum ka Government of India Act, 1919 na ka 
kyrdan Cliief Commissioner’s Province, ka Assam ka la poi 
sha ka kyrdan Governor's Province. Ka Shillong ka la iai sah 
mil kum ka ‘Capital’ Jong ka Assam haduh ka 25 tarik January 
1974. U Governor uba nyngkong eh jong ka Assam Province 
(Governor’s Province) u dei u Sir Nicholas Dodd Beatson Bell. 

5. Naduh ka 26 tarik January 1974, ka Shillong kam shym 
long shuh ka “Capital” jong ka Assam. la ka jingpynbna 
{Appendix V) la pynmih ha ka Assam Cazette (Fixtraordinary). 
U Chief Secretary jong ka Assam Government, Shri 
Dhamiananda Das u la pule ia ka jingpynbna (Notification) ha 
khmat u paidbah uba wan sha ka jingpyndonburom ia ka 
Republic Day ha Gauhati (Dispur) bad ka jingpynbna 
(Notification) ha ka ktien Phareng ka long kumne — 

“Consequent upon formation of the State of Meghalaya 
under Section 5 of the North-Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) 
Act, 1 97 1 (Act No. 8 1 of 1 97 1 ) read with Government of India's 
Notification No. GSR 18 (E), dated the 6th January 1972 the 
governor of Assam is pleased to transfer the headquarters of 
the state Government of Assam from Shillong in Meghalaya 
to Dispur in the Kamrup District of Assam with effect from 
the 26th day of January 1974. 
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The Governor of Assam is further pleased to declare that 
Dispur in the district of Kamrup shall henceforth be the 
temporary Capital of the State of Assam”.

State, bad ka Shillong ka la long ka ‘Capital' jong ka Meghlaya 
State naduh kalei ka sngi. Ka Shillong ka la long ka ‘Capital' 
jong ki ar tylli ki “State” (Assam bad Meghalaya) tang katto- 
katne bnai kata naduh ka 2 1 tank January 1972 haduh 25 tarik 
January 1974. 

8. To ngin ia phai mynta sha ki kam ‘municipal'. Dei 
naduh ka snem 1878 ba ka Shillong ka la ioh ia ka kyrdan 
“Station” kat kum ki ‘provisions’ jong ka Bengal Municipal 
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Act, 1876. Ha ka snem 1878 la pynmih ia ka Proclamation 
dated the 26th November 1 878 {Appendix VI) pule lang bad ka 
Notification No. 193 dated the 26 November 1 878 {Appendix 
VII). la katei ka Proclamation la pynmih hadien ba u Syiem 
jong ka Ilima Mylliem (Hain Manik) u la shah ia ka Sorkar 
ban pyntrei kam ia ki bor 'mimicipar ha Mawkhar bad Laban 
kat kum ka jingthoh jong u kaba 15 tarik November 1878 
{Appendix VHP}. Kane ka jingdonkam ban da ioh jingbit na ka 
Hima Mylliem ban pyntrei kam ia ki bor 'municipal’ ha 
Mawkhar bad Laban ka long namar ba ka Mawkhar bad Laban 
ki long shabar u pud u sani jong kata ka “British Portion” ba la 
lah batai ha ka Agreement jong ka snem 1863 {Appendix I).

Wheres it is expedient to adapt and modify the Rules for 
the Administration of Justice and Police in the autonomous 
districts comprising the tribal areas specified in Part A of the 
table appended to paragraph 20 of the Sixth Schedule to the 
Constitution of India. 

Novv, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (b) of sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 19 of the Sixth 
Schedule to the Constitutions, the Governor of Assam is pleased 
to make the following Regulation ; 

1. Short title and commencement - (1) This Regulation 
may be called the Assam Autonomous Districts 
(Administration of Justice) Regulation, 1952. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Governor 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint in this 
behalf. 

2. Adaptation and modification of Administration Rules 
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- As from the -date of the commencement of this Regulation, 
the rules for the administration of justice or for the 
administration of justice and police, as the case may be, in the

ASSAM MUNICIPAL ACT, 1956 

Whereas it is expedient to make provision for the 
organisation and administration of mimicipalities in Assam : 

It is hereby enacted in the Seventh Year of the Republic 
of India as follows : 

CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

( 1 ) This Act may be called the Assam Municipal Act, 
1956. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Assam provided that the 
State Government may by Notification direct that the 
Act shall apply to any particular area with such 
exceptions or modifications as may be specified. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Govt, may, 
by notification, direct. 

2. On and fi-om the date on which this Act comes into force, 

the Assam Municipal Act, 1923, shall be repealed: 

Provided that : 

(a) the said repeal shall not affect the validity or invalidity 
of anything already done under the said enactment; 

(b) all municipal boardrs constituted under the Assam 
Municipal Act, 1923, shall continue to function for 
the remaining period of their terms as if they were 
constituted under this Act; and 
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(c) all Municipalities constituted, limits defined, 
regulations and divisions made, all rules and bye-laws, 
notfications, orders, appointments and assessments 
made, licenses and notices issued, taxes, tolls, rates

Adaptation of Laws Order, 1 950 

Dated the 26th January, 1 950. 

Whereas by clause (2) of article 372 of the Constitution 
of India (hereinafter referred to as “the Constitution”) the 
President is empowered by Order to make such adaptations 
and modifications of any law in force in the territory of India, 
whether by way of repeal or amendment as may be necessary 
or expedient for the purpose of bringing the provisions of such 
law into accord with the provisions of the Constitutions, and 
to provide that the law shall, as from such date as may be 
specified in the Order, have effect subject to the adaptations 
and modifications so made; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
the Costitution and of all other powers enabling him in that 
behalf, the President is pleased to make the following Order, 
namely : 

1 . ( 1 ) This Order may be cal led the Adaptation of Laws 
Order, 1950. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 26th day of Januaiy, 
1950. 

Part I - Adaptation of [existing Central or Provincial laws] 

3. As fi-om the appointment day, the (existing Central or 
Provincial laws) mentioned in the Schedule to this Order shall, 
until repealed or am ended by a competent Legislature or other 
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competent authority, have effect subject to the adaptations and 
modifications directed by these Schedules or, if it is so directed, 
shall stand repealed.

cede to the Government all that parcel of land marked A, B, C, 
D, E, F and G, in the map herewith filed, and bounded on the 

North and West : by the proposed boundary of the 
Shillong Cantonment was indicated by red line in the map. 

East : by the existing boundary of the Cantonment from 
pillar No. 7 to pillar No. 9. 

South : by Ditto from pillar No. 9 to the river Umshirpi 
and the river Umshirpi. 

and also I hereby acknowledge to have received from the 
Deputy Commissioner of the Khasi and Jaintia Hills a sum of 
Rs 25/- (twenty five) in cash as compensation for the pine trees 
and houses standing on the land aforesaid.

WHEREAS it is expedient to adapt and modify the Rules 
for the Administration of Justice and Police in the Autonomous 
Districts comprising the tribal areas specified in Part A of the 
table appended to paragraph 20 of the Sixth Schedule to the 
Constitution of India : 

Now, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (b) of sub-paragraph ( 1 ) of paragraph 1 9 of the Sixth 
Schedule to the Constitution, the Governor of Assam is pleased 
to make the following Regulation : 

1. Short title and commencement - (a) This Regulation 
may be called the Assam Autonomous Districts 
(Administration of Justice) Regulation, 1952. 

2. It shall come into force on such date as the Governor 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint in this 
behalf. 

2. Adaptation and modification of Administration Rules 
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- As from the date of the commencement of this Regulation, 
the rules for the administration of justice or for the 
administration of justice and police, as the case may be, in the

Rule 1. - The rules extend to the whole of the United 
Khasi-Jaintia Hills District excluding the areas which were 
known as the Khasi States before the commencement of the 
Constitution of India”.

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Rule 3. - For “Commissioner of Surma Velley and Hill 
Division” substitute “Governor”. 

Rule 5. - Omit “or Commissioner”. 

Rule 7. - Omit “Commissioner”. 

Rule 9. - For “as soon as may be to the officer authorised 
to try them” substitute “to the officer authorised to try them as 
soon as may be within a period of twenty four hours of arrest 
excluding the time necessary for the journey from the place of 
arrest to the Court of such Officer”. 

Rule 10. - Put a coma after “jurisdictions” and insert 
thereafter “as soon as may be within a period of twenty four 
hours of arrest excluding the time necessary for the journey 
from the place of arrest to the Court of an Officer authorised 
to take cognizence”. 

Rule 15A. - Omit. 

Rule 17. - (i) In the first paragraph, for “provided that all 
sentences of death or transportation shall be subject to the 
confirmation of the Governor in his personal capacity and 
provided that all sentences of imprisonment of seven years 
and upwards shall be subject to the confirmation of the 
Commissioner”, substitute “provided that all sentences of 
death, transportation or imprisonment of seven years and 
upwards shall be subject to the confirmation by the High Court 
of Assam, hereinafter referred to as the High Court”. 

(ii) In the second paragraph, for “Governor in his personal 
capacity. Commissioner, substitute “High Court”. 

(iii) Omit “Provided that the Commissioner’s power under 
this rule shall not extend to any case in ^^Uch a sentence of 
death has been passed by the Deputy Commissioner, the 
proceedings in such cases being submitted direct to the 
Governor and only a copy of the judgment sent to the 
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Commissioner for his information”. Rules ITA, 1 7C and 1 7D. 
- For ‘ Governor” and “Governor in his personal capacity”, 
substitute “High Court”. 

Rule 22. - (i) In the first paragraph for “No appeal shall 
lie as a. matter of right from any sentence passed by a Deputy 
Commissioner involving less than three years’ imprisonment. 
An appeal shall lie to the commissioner against sentences of 
three years’ imprisonment and upwards, and to the Governor 
in his personal capacity from all sentences of death or 
transportation”, substitute “An appeal shall lie in the High Court 
from any sentence passed by the Deputy Commissioner or 
Additional Deputy Commissioner”. 

(ii) Omit the second paragraph. 

After rule 22, insert the following new rule : 

“22A. - The Governor may direct an appeal to be presented 
to the High Court from an original or appellate order of acquittal 
passed by any Court other than the High Court. 

Such an appeal shall be presented within ninety days from 
the date of the order of acquittal excluding the time needed for 
obtaining a copy of tlie order”. 

Rule 23. - (i) For “the Governor, the Commissioner’*, 
substitute “The High Court”. 

(ii) Omit clause (f). 

After rule 23 insert the following new rule : 

23 A - (1) whenever, in the course of an inquiry, trial or 
other proceeding under these rules, it appears to the High Court 
or the Court of the Deputy Commissioner that the examination 
of a w i fitne ss is necessary for the ends of justice, and that the 
attendance of such witness cannot be procured without an 
amount of delay, expense or inconvenience, which, under die 
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circumstances, of the case, would be unreasonable, such Court 
may dispense with such attendance and may issue a commission 
for the examination of the witness following the spirit of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898. 

(2) Whenever, in the course of an inquiry, trial or other 
proceeding under these rules before the Court of an Additional 
Deputy Commissioner or an Assistant to the Deputy 
Commissioner, it appears that a commission ought to be issued 
for this examination of a witness whose evidence is necessary 
for ends of justice and that the attendance of such witness 
cannot be procured without an amount of delay, expense or 
inconvenience which, under the circumstances of the case, 
would be unreasonable, such Court shall apply to the Deputy 
Commissioner stating the reasons for the application, and the 
Deputy Commissioner may either issue a commission or reject 
the application”.

No. 31 of 1954 

28th May, 1954 

An Act to assimilate certain laws in force in the scheduled 
areas to the laws in force in the Khasi and Jaintia Hills District. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows : 

1 . Short title and commencement. - ( 1 ) This Act may 
be called the Shillong (Rifle Range and Umlong) Cantonments 
Assimilation of Laws Act, 1954. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central 
government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
appoint. 

2. Definations. - hi this Act,- 

(a) “appointed day” means the date appointed under sub- 
section (2) of section 1 for the coming into force of this Act; 

(b) “law” means so much of any Act, Ordinance, 
Regulation, rule, order or bye-law as related to any of the 
Matters enumerated in Lists I and 111 in the Seventh Schedule 
to the Constitution; 

(c) “scheduled areas” means the areas specified in the 
Schedule. 

3 . Assimilation of laws. - ( 1 ) All laws wiiich immediately 
before the appointed day extend to, or are in force in, the 
scheduled areas shiiil on that day cease to be in force in the 
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scheduled areas except as respects things done or omitted to 
be done before that day, and for the removal of doubts, it is 
hereby declared that section 6 of the General Clauses Act, 1 897 
(X of 1897) shall apply in relation to such cesser as it applied 
in relation to the repeal of an enactment by a Central Act. 

(2) All laws which immediately before the appointed day 
extend to, or are in force in, the Khasi and Jaintia Hills District 
shall as from that day extend to and be in force in the scheduled 
areas. 

4. Removal of difficulties.- If any difficulty arises in 
relation to the transition under section 3 from one law or group 
of laws to another law or group of laws, the Central Government 
may, by order notified in the Official Gazette, make such 
provisions as it considers necessary for the removal of the 
difficulty.

(!) The Shillong (Rifle Range) cantonment, that is to say, 
the area as defined below - 

Note 1. - This area lies about half a mile to the west of 
Laban village, and about the same distance south of the Umjasai 
river as it runs from west to east from Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No. 37. 

It is nowhere contiguous with the boundaries of the 
Shillong Cantonment. 

Note 2. - No. I Boundary Pillar is situated at a bearing of 
313® and at a distance of 420 feet from the dentre of the 400® 
firing point on the main range through which the Ummawlong 
stream flows; and at a bearing of 243® and at a distance of 565 
feet from centre of the 600® firing point on the same range. 
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Magnetic variation, when this boundary was surveyed in 
1926, was 0“15’ west.

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APPENDIX - XIII 

THE EXTRA-PROVINCIAL JURISDICTION ACT, 1947 


(Act No. XLVII of 1947) 

Received Govemor-Generars Assent on 24th December 
1947 An Act to provide for the exercise of certain extra- 
provincial jurisdiction of the Central govemmen* 

Whereas by treaty, agreement, grain, e sage, sutferance 
and other lawful means, the Central Government has, and may 
hereafter acquire, Jurisdiction in and in relation to areas outside 
the Provinces of India; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : 

Short Title. 1. This Act may be called the Extra- 
Provincial Jurisdiction Act, 1947. 

Defination 2. In this Act, 

(a) “extra-provincial jurisdiction” means any jurisdiction 
which by treaties, agreement, grant, usage, sufferance or other 
lawful means the Central Government has for the time being 
in or in relations to any area outside the Provinces; 

(b) “jurisdiction” includes rights, power and authority. 

Exercise of jurisdiction. 3 ( 1 ) It shall be lawful for the 
Central Government to exercise extra-provincial jurisdiction 
in such manner as it thinks fit. 

(2) The Central Govenunent may delegate any such 
jurisdiction as aforesaid to any officer or authority in jsuch 
manner and to such extent as it thinks fit. 

Power to make orders. 4(1) The Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, make such orders 
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as may seem to it expedient for the effective exercise of any 
extra-provincial jurisdiction of the Central Government. 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1), any order made under that sub- 
section may provide 

(a) for determining the law and procedure to be observed, 
whether by applying with or without modifications all or any 
of the provisions of any enactment in force in any province or 
otherwise; 

(b) for determining the persons who are to exercise 
jurisdiction, either generally or in particular cases or classes 
of cases, and the powers to be exercised by them; 

(c) for determining the courts, judges, magistrates and 
authorities by whom and for regulating the maimer in which 
any jurisdiction exercised under this Act is to be exercised 
within any Province and 

(d) for regulating the amount, collection and application 
of fees. 

Validity of acts done in persuance of jurisdiction. 

5. Every act and thing done, whether before or after the 
commencement of this Act, in persuance of any extra-provincial 
jurisdiction of the Central Government in an area outside the 
Provinces shall be aswalid as if it had been done according to 
the local law then in force in that area. 

Evidence as to existence or extend of jurisdiction. 

6(1) If in any proceedings civil or criminal, in a court 
established in the Provinces or by the authority of the Central 
Government outside the Provinces, any question arises as to 
the existence or extent of any extraprovincial jurisdiction of 
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the Central Government, the Secretary to the Government of 
India in the appropriate department shall, on the application of 
the Court, send to the court the decision of the Central 
Government, on the question, and that decision shall for the 
purposes of the proceeding be final. 

(2) The Court shall send to the said Secretary, in a 
document under the seal of the court or signed by a judge of 
the Court questions fi-amed so as properly to raise the question, 
and sufficient answers to those questions shall be returned to 
the Court by the Secretary and those answers shall on 
production thereof be conclusive evidence of the matters therein 
contained. 

Repeal and saving. ( 1) The Extra-Provincial Jurisdiction 
Ordinance 1947 is hereby repealed. 

(2) Any order made, anything done or any action taken in 
exercise of any power conferred by or under the said Ordinance 
shall be deemed to have been made, done or taken in exercise 
of powers conferred by or under this Act as if this Act had 
commenced on the 27th day of August, 1947. 

Notes : This Act replaces Ordinance No. 15 of 1947. 
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
